Tlio Year's Work. 



If the present Ministry imagine that, 
by the promulgation of distorted and 
not infrequently absolutely false state- 
ments through the columns of their 
two delectable and heavily subsi- 
dised organs, they can succeed in mak- 
ing the people "believe that black is 
white" they will find out, and that very 
soon, how grievously they have miscal- 
culated the average intelligence of the 
country. A revenuo of some three 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
was placed at their disposal in January 
last by at-.o confiding Legislature, and 
every inhabitant will naturally ask, 
'What valuo has the country received?' 
No great works havo been undertaken. 
No really reproductive works mark the 
first year's administration of a so-cnlled 
"People's Government." What lias 
been done with that large amount of 
money? Every District must eclio, 
' ' What ?" We know that a largo part" 
of it has gone into]the capacious maw 
of a bloated officialdom. It will doubt- 
less bo within the reader's recollection 
that one of tho arguments employed in 
advocating Confederation was that it 
would enable tho Province to greatly 
reduce the expense of local adminis- 
tration, inasmuch as no inconsiderable 
part of the public service would de- 
volve upon tho Federal Government. 
And tho argument was both fair and 
sound; forwe^all know as a matter of 
fact that the country Has been relieved of 
a large portion of tho public Bervico— to 
wit, tho governor, tho customs, tho judi- 
ciary, the mail serviao, tho harbors and 
navigation, tho telegraphic system, tho 
Indian affairs, nrwl many other matters, to 
employ the auctioneer's phraso, "too nu- 
merous to mention." But how far lias 
tho country experienced any boiiu fide re- 
lief from this source? Instead of that 
reduction and amalgamation of depart- 
ments so loudly advocated in former 
times by tho present Premier, wo find 
thatjdopartments havo been increased in 
number without being decreased in ox- 
pense. That is to say, the country is call- 
ed upon to pay the old salaries about tho 
bigness of which some of those now in 
power used to have so much to say, and 
they have more of them. The, Provincial 
Administration, it was contended, and 
there is no disposition to dispute tho cor- 
rectness of the contention, would, under 
Confederation, be reduced to tho status 
and dimensions of a mere municipality, 
and the revenues hitherto absorbed by 
officialdom would to a great extent be- 
come available for reproductive public 
works. Undoubtedly such ought to havo 
been among tho fruits of the political 
change. But have these promised fruits 
fallen into the lap of the people ? No; as- 
suredly they havo not. Acting upon tho 
American motto, "To the victors belong 
the spoils," a set of hungry and unscru- 
pulous politicians have gobbled up the 
fruit which had been promised to the 
people, and tho country is left in a worse 
plight than ever in this respect. It 
is trao that the Ministry made a 
great show of retrenchment by lopping 
off some of the small branches; but, as 
was most conclusively a.ul unanswerably 
proved at tho time by Mr. McCreight, the 
pretended retrenchment was ull a sham, 
like' its author; and wo know, the country 
knows from practical experience, that Mr. 
McCreight was right, — that no real sav- 
ing has come of it. Na-y.tthere is good 
reason for apprehending that their falso 
and stupid attempt at retrenchment will 
havo, as Mr. McCreight predicted, inflict- 
ed loss and injury upon tho country. But 
even allowing that the branches hail been 
wisely and well cut on', what possible ad- 
vantage would it be to the country if the 
sop thus saved is to bo absorbed by an 
overgrown and unfruitful trunk? Thi 
people throughout the country are not 
fools. They know that, instead of their 
burdens having been lightened, they have 
been increased by fresh and inequitable 
taxation imposed by the present Admin- 
istration. They know, too, that they 
never received le ,a of real value for their 
taxes than they do now. A pretty record 
truly will tho Ministry have to present to 
the country when the Legislature meets. 
Doubtless they will produce some highly 
painted fi and f . and pall it Retrenchment; 
nut there are those in tho House who will 
tear away tho veil, rub oil the paint and 
exhibit those gentlemen's tricks in all 
their hidoonsnoss. The people havo been 
put otf with big-swelling pretensions and 
fair promises long enough. They demand 
something more substantial now. An 
car her t, honest and economical policy is 
what the country wants, and one year's 
experience lias taught it tho utter folly of 
expecting such a policy at tho hands of 
tho present Administration.

Bursting of an Irish. Bog. 

A correspondent of the LondonTiMES 
gives the following account of the de- 
vastation caused by the bursting of an 
Irish bog: 

"The scene to which I refer is tho 
result of the bursting of n bog, situa- 
ted about three miles east of the town 
of Dunmore, in tho northern part of 
Gal way™ county. Heretofore this bog 
was connected with the Dunmore by 
a small stream called tho Corrablo 
rivor, flowing through a continuation 
u£ pasture and tillage lauds in its 
courso. The level of the upper sur- 
face of the bog was formerly 200 feet 
above the sea and that of the water tit 
Dunmore 190 feet, showing a fall of 
79 feet. Up to a fortnight ago this 
bog presented the usual appearance of 
most of our undrained Irish bogs, i. e. , 
its skirts, adjoining the arable land, 
consisting of high turf banks, its centre 
being exceedingly wet and spongy. 
On the 1st of October the farmer oc- 
cupying a farm on the Corrable stream, 
nearest tho bog, was digging Lis pota- 
toes, when ho suddenly observed a 
brown mass slowly approaching him. 
He left his spade in the ground and 
went for the neighbours; on his return 
the mass (which was the moving bog) 
had half covered his potato field, and 
completely covered from sights his held 
of corn, with tho exception of a few 
'stooks' situated on a knoll; they s bill 
remain an island in the middle of a 
scene of desolation. This was but tho 
commencement; since then the bog has 
continued to advance in rolling masses, 
continuing its course right down the 
valley to Dunmore, burying on its way 
three farm houses, and covering at 
least one hundred and eighty acres of 
pasture and arable land to a depth, in 
some places of six feat. Tho unfortu- 
nate occupiers of the three farms have 
been turned, by this visitation of Pro- 
vidence, farmless and homeless, with 
their fauna >p, on tho world. The 
source of this disaster presented a 
Jflonderful appearance. The sub idetioo 
at tho discharging poini cannot bo loss 
than about 35 feet. The extent of the 
bog affected is most clearly defined 
by a series of black 'crovassos,' where 
the upper crust of the bog has, by the 
subsidence beluw, been turn asstmdev. 
Tho whole assumes the form of aerator 
half a mile in diamotor. With consi- 
derable difficulty we piloted our way 
to the centre, where wo found the 
brown liquid bog boiling oat, liko a 
stream of lava, and feeding tho moving 
mass in the valley below-. At the 
point where the bog burst, tho turf 
banks were forced right ovor and round 
on either sido, and assumed somewhat 
the appearance of 'mornras.' This 
and similar disasters to which this 
country is liable must be attributed to 
the absence of a complete system of 
arterial drainage."

An Adventure in St. Paul's 
Cathedral, London. 

A writer in "Chambers' Journal"do- 
scribes his visit to St . Paul's Cathedral 
in tho evening, his difficulty in obtain- 
ing admission, aud, finally* the success 
of his eloquence with the warden. Ho 
continues: 

I was delighted at the idea of an 
hour in perfect stillness and seclusion 
among the mighty.columus and arches 
of St. Paul's. I got under tho great 
dome, which hangs like a luminous 
cloud abovo, full of Hazy, uncertain 
shadows, a faint circle of light rimming 
it round, arches and piers encompas- 
ing it. From iho west, a subdued 
crimson glow; eastward, the choir, dark 
and sombre; tho windows of the apse 
showing like gray luminous patches, 
the altar glooming in the distance like 
somo funeral catafalque. White figures 
gloaming here and there in shadowy 
recesses, marble warriors, heroes and 
statesmen. 

Under the dome, in tlin great open 
space, was a vast, crowd of chairs — 
wooden rush-bottomed chairs, lashed 
together in rows, looking toward tho 
oast. Choosing ono of the most cen- 
tral of thoso, I sat down, and began to 
dream, peopling this wide area with h 
vast invisible congregation. 

In soft, long-drawn cadence, 'the 
boll of St. Paul's struck out the hou ■ 
often. I had been in tho place nearly 
an hour. I folt chilled and numbed. 
Enough of dreams. Let me walk 
briskly up and down, and think of the 
busy sceneR awaiting me, the rapid 
flight over continents and seas; the 
wanderer's return; the warm, glad wel- 
come; wife and children holding out 
eager arms— right at tho other side of 
this huge world. 

I paced rapidly up and down an 
avenue between the chairs. I had 
seen enough; I was anxious to be re- 
leased, to get away from the world of 
shadow's into the living world outside. 
For a moment I stood in what seemed 
to be tho very centre of tho dome, and 
I looked upward. A faint circle of 
light marked tho apex of tho soaring 
vault, and just above. my head I saw--, 
my eyes being uccostomod to this half 
light — I saw, I say, a rope hanging 
downwards from the great height 
abovo, 

Then I remembered tho spider-webs 
I had seen outside about the ball and 
crOss. And as I stood and looked and 
listened, I heard faint sounds of ham- 
mering and knocking. Men were at 
work hundreds of feet above ; a light 
shone hero aud there, twinkling like a_ 
star. 

In years gone by, I used to be a fa- 
mous gymnast, and the sight of tho 
rope, hanging just above my head, put 
mo in mind of my anciont prowoss. I 
was heavier now, my muscles were less 
elastic; still there was some salt of 
youth in me. How many times I won- 
dered, could I, hanging to that rope, 
draw my chin slowlv up to my knuck- 
els? 

The rope was just out of reach', but 
Heaped up and caught it— once, twice, 
thrice, I felt a kind of emulation of 
my old self; I wanted to persuade, my- 
self that I had not lost much of my 
former prowessjand so I went on draw- 
ing myself up and letting myself down, 
net touching tho ground, till I grew 
tired, and stretched myself out, ex- 
pecting just to reach tho pavement 
with my toes. But I couldn't reach it. 
Casting a glance below me, I saw with 
horror that the flooring had vanished 
from under me, I was swinging, sus- 
pended by my hajids, high up in the 
dome ! 

Perhaps if I had dropped at that mo- 
ment, I might have escaped with only 
a serious shaking; but I hesitated and 
was lost. Slowly and steadily the rope 



My limbs relaxed; my senses dlmbl. 
deserted me; a merciful oblivion, the 
intoxication of despair, stoio ovor me; 
voices, I thought, were calling— per- 
haps a delusion of my failing senses — 
I was slipping, slipping, and I fell. — 
•'How do you fcol now, sir ?"' I beard 
a voice say cloao to my car. Was it 
1 issible--wus I still alive ? Yes; mv 
brain was yet conscious. But the 
frame ? Shattered, no doubt; a mere 
human wreck, to which life would bo 
a mockery. I only dared to uso my 
eyes. Any other muscular exertion 
might bring on torments to which I was 
then insensible; and yet I had no feel- 
ing of pain; perhaps somo merciful 
peralysis had cut me off from torture. 

An old man wus bending over me, 
the same wbohad admitted me; ho had 
a wineglass in his hand with soiiki 
liquor in it; a candle burned by his 
sido, forming alittle chamber of light 
about us. 

"Am I knocked to pieces?" I whis- 
pered. 

"I don't think so, sir; I don't think 
you're hurt a bit. Bless you! you 
didn't fall more than three feet " 

I stretched out my arms— they were 
wdiole; my legs— they wore sound and 
unhurt. What happiness to be alive, 
after soeing death inevitable. 

" How j& this i?7.I cried, sittingup, 
and looking about mo. "I thought 1 
was cairiod upiu the dome." 

"And so you wore. You'd have been 
a dead man by this, but just in the 
nick of time I came back. I don't 
suppose I should havo noticed you, for 
the light was pretty nearly done; but I 
caught sight of you against the gilding 
and then you gavo n sort of a moan, 
and, says I, ''there's death hero, if I 
can't think of something nil in a min- 
ute.' And then I recollected that I'd 
hoard the workmen chaps whistle three 
times, like this, when they want- 
ed the lope lowered; and I piped away, 
and then the rope stopped, and began 
to come down. I shouted to you to 
hold on and keep your heart bp} but I 
can't think you heard me, for when 
your face came in sight it was white 
like death, and your eyes closed — but 
you still holding on-- till, as I say, you 
came within three feet of. the lloor.and 
then you gave a quiver and fell; and I 
caught you in my arms, for you were 
in a dead faint. But wdiy were you 
about to let them draw you up like 
that." 

Then I told him of. my . gymnastic 
feats. 

"Oh! then I suspect you shook the 
rope. That's tho signal to pull up, and 
up they pulled, and never knew what 
sort of a load thoy wero hauling up. 
The men are working double shift 
now, and in a hurry to get finished," 
When I left St.Paul's I felt weak and 
norveloss, as if I had just gone through 
a long illness. I couldn't start next 
morning, I was so upset; and I have 
written this account of what happen- 
ed to me as a sort of outlet for my feel- 
ings; fori don't think I'll talk 'much 
about St. Paul's when I get homo.
